The latest general death rate for the entire country is 


the lowest ever recorded. The 192] figures published by 
the Department of Commerce showed 11.7 per thousand of 
the population. The lowest previous record wais 12.8 made 
in 1919. The figure for 1918, the great influenza year, was 
18. In 1910 the death rate was 1-J.7. In 1900 it was 17.2. 
In 1890 it was 19.6 and a decade earlier it had been 1!».8. 
This indicates steady success in mastering Ihe cause? which 
result in disease and death. 


The achievement as rejrard? babies is even more out-! 


standing. The 1921 infant mortality rale was 7G per thou-1 
sand born. A year earlier the ratr xvas 86. and in 1915 it 
was 87. These earlier figures mark astonishing reductions. 
A few years ago a rate of 100 in the 1,000 ceemed almost' 
beyond hope. The high figures which thf Children's Bu- 
reau reported for ihe poorest families in industrial towns 
was above 250 per 1.000.
